Bush, with an apparent load in the Elec- 
toral College that exceeds his narrowing mar- 
gin in national polls, needs this debate less 
than the Democratic nominee and Mas- 
sachusetts governor,

Sneezing season 
in Magic Valleg 
worse than ever 
due to pollen, dust

TWIN Falls — Runny noses and red 
eyes are more abundant than ever this 
fall, according to a Twin Falls allergist. 

Dr. Gregory J. Kadlec said the pollen 
count is 20 percent higher than last year, 
which broke previous pollen records. And 
that has brought more people to his office 
for relief from sneezing and wheezing. 

'A certified allergist who has been prac- 
ticing in Twin Fall.s for 10 years, Kadlec 
attributes the increased count to the heat, 
the lack of rain and agricultural develop- 


ment. 

In additionrsmokc froni forest fires has 
increased the severity of irritating aller- 
gy symptoms. Kadlec said. 

Pollen-producing plants native to this 
area grow better in the heat.'Kadlec said. 
He warned that the Kocliia weed, known 
as .Mexican fireweod, is one 'of the most 
common in this area and can be found in 
hirge quantities near the Magic Valley 
Mall, 

Rain helps reduce the pollen count by 
cleansing the air, Kadlec said, hut no re- 
lief is in sight for allergy sufferers, The 


National Weather Si-rvice predicts warm 
and dry-wathci^thrmigh-thtnniddlc'of-" 
tile monlli. Kadlec .said that more acres 
are being cultivated in this area and that 
the hirvest of beures, peas and du.st is 
adding to the count. 

This is also sagebrush season. Sage- 
brush pollen is triple this month over ' 
September, said Dr. Mitchell -Gainer, a 
Boise allergist. 

Gainer suggesb allergy sufferers close 
windows, especially at night. And he rec- 
ommends a good hoasecleaning bccau.se 
dust and mold also can cause allergies.

■’NEW YORK (AP) — A state-by- 
sUite poll of nearly 10,000 likely vot- 
ers Wcdnc.sday rated George Bush na 
solidly ahead in the race for the pres- 
idency, saying he held a huge lead in 
the contesl for electoral votes. 

Altbouglr polls of the nation as a 
whole indicate- a close race between 
Bush and Miehnol Dukaki.s, the ;\BC 
News-Washinglon Post survey of the 
standings in each suite — where the 
election actually is decided — put 
Bush firmly ahead. 

ABC reported that Bush led solid- 
ly in 21 states with a total of 220 
_cIectoml votes — just 50 shor t of the 
total needed to win. Dukakis was 
firmly ahead in three states and 
Washington, D.C., for .'10 electoral 
votes. 

With the election nearly a month 
off, voter sentimenLs can change. But 
the ABC-Post poll, the only public 
surv'ey of its size tbis> year, was the 
.first recent poll to inriiciile a signifi-

"It's interesting and encouraging," 
Bush told ABC. "1 don't_kn,ow what 
the other fellow has.’But look, wc'vo 
just got a game plan.

The poll was conducted from Sept.

ABC and the Post also conducted a 
standard n;itional survey that put 
the race at .51 percent for Bush to 45 
percent to Dukakis. A CBS New.s-

Q: Wc would like to use 
-some type of solar heating-to-- 
“keep our'h'caling'bilkrddwnr, 
but wc don't wont to invest 
several thousand dollars in o 
lar go system. Is there a s im- 
ple solar system that i^an 
make myself? -T.M. 

A: A standord contractor in- 
stalled solar system can cost 
thousands of dollars, and can 
take many years to poy back iU> 
cost with energy savings. They 
_arc.uaually.moslcfrccUvc when 
combined with 'water heoting for 
^ year-round use. 

If you want to use a solor sys- 
tem to heat your home and arc 
on 0 limited budget, then you 
should be oble to build a small 
air type of solar system yourself, 
with about $50 in materials, a 
little sweat and bruised knuck- 
les, you can build one that will 
pay back its cost quickly. 

One of the simplest and most 



•effective solor systems is a solar 
window hcHler. You con use these 
in your south focing window.s to 
got the most solar heat. On a 
-bright winter doy, a .smoll do-it- 
yourself .solar window heater can 
provide most of the heat needed 
for an overage-sized room. 

Thi.s solar window hcateris 
basically an insulated fiat wood- 
en box with 0 gloss top. You 
mount one open end of^e box jn 
your window and angle the utl)cr 
closed end down to the ground. 
This tilts and foccs the glass lop 
up toward the sun. 

Split the solar box lengthwise 
with a horizontal plywood di- 
rider so that 7 ou^^a^•ei^vo-fiot — 
chambers inside. Point the top 


surface of this plywood divider, 
-which faces the glass, fiat black, • • 
“Thp'dividcr-should bc-scvcrnl — ^ 
inches shorter than the box, leav- 
ing a gap al the tower outdoor 

end. . . ' 

When the sun shines on the 
black divider, it gets hot and 
heats the air above it. Since hot 
air is less dense than cold air, it 
(lows up and out the open end 

into your room. 

Then, the cooler room air, near 
your floor is drawn into the bot- 
tom chamber of the solar window 
heater. It Hows around the gap at 
the bottom of the divider and into 
the hot sunny top chamber. 
jyben,lhe_sun_shinesyory bright-, 
ly, you'll be surprised at how 
much heated air (lows out into 
your room. At night, block off the 
indoor opening. 

For summertime use, you can 
mount a special vent door in the 
top'of thobox'outsidc yourwin- — 
dow and close off the tdp indoor 


opening. Wlien the .sun shines, it 

will naliirnlly crontea broozeby 

-exhausting warm air out the-vent-p- 
while drawing cool air in through 
your home. It works just like an 

exhaust fa n, b ut it uses no c loc- 

iricity.
